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GAS RATES REDUCED 


Maving already felt the benefit of reduced 
Yates for electric light and power, the c 
zens and industries of Oshawa are nc 
have the benefit of reduced gas rates. 


hus 
the effects of the action of the ratepayers in 
voting for the purchase of the hydro and 


gas distribution systems are beginning to 
be felt in a yery favorable way by the com- 
munity, and the decision made in the yote 
of last June is being justified. 

The reduction in the gas rates, however, 
is part of a plan which has been developed 
by the public utilities commission in a strong 
effort to pave the way for even greater re- 
ductions in the price of gas to the consum- 
ers. As a result of a survey which is now 
being made of the gas situation, it is hoped 


to increase the consumption of gas, both by 
domestic and industrial users, to such an 
extent that further reductions of a much 


more sweeping character may be possible. 
Authorities have stated positively that it is 
possible, with increased consumption, to s 
reduce production costs as to make it po: 
sible to sell yas at a much cheaper rate than 
is now possible, and towards this end the 
commission is now directing its energies. 

The reduction in the cost of gas represents 
2 substantial saving to the citizens, but 
more particularly to the industries which 
uso gas in their manufacturing processes. 
The saving to this latter class will greatly 
yeuiuve costs of production in industries us- 
ing large quantites of gas fuel, and ‘this 
should, in itself, be an incentive towards a 
greater use of this type of fuel, 

While the new yates have been put into 
effect, the decrease, is, in some respects, 
an experiment with a view to widening the 
use of gas, and it is the hope of the com- 
mission that the experiment will be suffi- 
ciently successful to permit of further re- 
ductions in the future. 


DO OSHAWANS LACK APPRECIATION? 


The question of the appreciation, or lack 
of appreciation, of the people of Oshawa for 
drama and music comes to the fore as t 
result of the sparse attendance at the Ro- 
tary Hall for the opening performance of 
the dramatic Ukranian operetta, ‘‘Hritz and 
Marusia” under the auspices of the Little 
Theatre, This operetta, one of the gems of 
Ukranian literature and music, was  pre- 
sented magnificfently by actors and actresses 
and by a chorus of splendid singers drawn 
from the Ukranian colony of Oshawa. Those 
who saw it were amazed, were thrilled by 
the intensity of the dramatic art displayed 
by those who took part, and by the skill 
with which the most difficult roles were in- 
terpreted. It was a revelation, nothing less, 
and those who were there came away with 
an impression that will be lasting. 

But there were all too few there. To be 
worthy of the presentation, the audience for 
each of the four nights should fill the hall 
to capacity. Those who do not see “Hritz 
and Marusia” are missing something they 
will regret missing, for it will be the sub- 
ject of conversation in Oshawa for many 
days to come. It must be disappointing, 
both to the sponsors of Little Theatre, and 
to the Ukranians who took part, to see so 
small an audience on Monday night, but 
there is still the hope that tonight and on 
‘Thursday night the hall will be so well fill- 
ed that there will be a proper and adequate 
recognition of the merits of both the oper- 
etta and those who take part in it so success- 
fuliy.

A TREMENDOUS LOSS 


‘The annyal convention of the Industrial 
Accident Prevention Association, held in 
Toronto last week, focussed attention on the 


tremendous loss which Ontario sustains each 
year from accidents in industry. The report 
for last year in itself presents a stagger. 
ing picture of what it the province 
each year, not only in human life, but also 
in money and lost production, by reason of 
accident. 

For instance, the report shows that last 
year 87,108 industrial accidents were report- 
ed to the Ontario Workmen's Compensation 
Board, and of these 510 were fatal acciden 
The sum of money expended in compensa- 
tion was $8,012,157, about 50,000 of this 
being spent for medical aid to accident vic 
tims, This sum repres t dram 
upon industry, for it must be remembered 
that it is paid by reason of the essments 
made against manufacturing establishments 
and other employers of labor coming within 
the provisions of the compensation act, 

Denton Massey used a very descriptive 
and apt expression when, in an address to 
the convention, he described industrial ac- 
cidents as “the unpardonable sin’ of indus- 
try, for he expressed the yiew that every 
accident was the result of somebody’s mi 
take, 

Prevention of accidents in industry is a 
great problem, but it is one that should be 
boldly and courageously faced. imployees 
as well as employers should be greatly con- 
cerned in this matter, since they aro the 
greatest sufferers from industrial accidents. 
Constant care and, watchfulness, combined 
with the provision of adequate safety de- 
Vices and preventative measures, are neces- 
sary in order to reduce the toll of injury and 
death in industry, but they will be well 
worth while if they will provide more pro- 
tection for the workers, and will curtail to 
a substantial extent the tremendous loss sus- 
tained by industry because of accidents
